THRILLING INCIDENT 
OF WRECK AT SEA 


Rocks Near Falmouth Claim 


Nineteen Victims. 


German 
newspapers are accusing

London, Feb. 2.—In a gale near Fal­ 
mouth the German bark riera went on 
the rocks and nineteen of the crew 
were drowned. 
The Hera missed Fal­ 
mouth in the intense darkness and 
thick weather, and hit Gull Rock. The 
bark sent in rockets and the Falmouth 
lighthouse launched a life boat and 
started in a trem endous sea to look 
for the vessel. 
The bark could not be 
located for several hours. 
In the 
m eantim e the H era had heeled over 
and 
twenty-one 
of the 
twenty-four 
mem bers of the crew embarked in a 
boat which soon capsized and only five 
regained the ship, which already had 
two feet of w ater on her deck. 
The 
bark suddenly heeled until the mast 
was almost horizontal. 
The eight sur­ 
vivors climbed to the topmast and 
clung there with the waves constantly 
sweeping over them. 
The mate, who was in the lowest 
position and was lashed to the mast, 
was drowned by the rising tide. 
Be­ 
fore he died he passed his whistle, 
which he had been blowing as the only 
distress signal, to the man above him. 
This seaman blew the whistle until 
he was engulfed in the same way as 
the mate, when he passed it on to the 
third man. 
This man met the same 
fate, but before he was engulfed passed 
the whistle to the next man above 
him. 
The fourth man was already 
waist deep in the w ater when the life­ 
boat heard the whistle and rescued 
the five men.

Illinois, 
has been filed in superior court here 
by Christopher Hearn, the owner of 
one share of stock of the company, 
Ile not only' a 'k s the a p p lo tm e n t of a 
receiver, hut asks the court to re­ 
strain officers of the company from 
making further payments of a n y kind 
to the American Telephone and Tele 
graph company. 
About the time the suit was filed 
here Judge Dever, 
in 
the Chicago 
court, appointed David R. Forgan of 
that city. Edgar S. Bloom of St. Louis 
and Frank F. Fowle, an electrical con­ 
sulting engineer of New York, receiv­ 
ers for the company's property in Illi­ 
nois. 
The appointment of receivers 
there was made on petition of three 
minority stockholders of the Central 
Union. 
J. \V. Stickney, general superintend­ 
ent of the Central Union company 
here, and those at 
the courthouse 
thought 
the local 
receivership suit 
was an ancillary proceeding to that in 
Chicago, but H earn’s attorney would 
not verify that supposition, 
He said 
that he knew little about the Chicago ' 
proceedings, and the local suit was 
filed by a minority stockholder on the 
theory that the com pany’s officers had 
surrendered control of the property ; 
bt agreem ent to the appointment of 
receivers in Chicago, and that a re­ 
ceiver should be appointed to take 
charge of the Indiana property. 
Hearn's complaint alleges practical 
Iv the same facts about the relations 
of the "Central Union Telephone com­ 
pany and the American Telephone and 
Telegraph company as does the suit 
in Chicago. 
The American Telephone j 
and Telegraph company is alleged to j 
own $5,204,977 of the $5,450,927 worth 
of Central Union stock outstanding, 
and by reason of such control to have 
systematically diverted 
earnings 
of 
the Central Union to its own treasury, 
It is alleged to have sold instrum ents 
and apparatus to the Central Union j 
in 1911 and 1912 for almost $3,000,000 
more than what the same would have 
cost in the open m arket; to have ex- j 
acted a payment of 41£ per cent of 
the Central Union's revenues for va­ 
rious services, and a rental equal to ! 
39 per cent of the value of tne tole- j 
phone sets used by the Central Union, j 
Another allegation is that the offi- i 
oers of the Central Union recalled a 5 
per cent first mortgage bond issue of 
their company, paying a premium of 
5 per cent, to get the bonds and to 
m eet the expenses thus incurred bor­ 
rowed the money from the American 
company at 6 per cent.

FOREMAST IS ABOVE WATER MADE A FRANK CONFESSION 


Wreck of the Ill-Fated Monroe Located 


by a W recking Tug. 
Norfolk, Va., Feb. 2.— The w’reck of 
the steam er Monroe, the sinking of 
which in collision with another coast 
steam er cost the loss of forty-one 
lives, has been discovered by search­ 
ers aboard the wrecking tug I. J. Mer­ 
ritt. 
The foremast of the liner with 
its wireless antennae still intact wras 
seen above the waves at a point tw’en- 
ty-flve marine miles exactly southwest 
of W inter Quarter lightship and about 
equally distant from Cape Charles 
lightship, off the Virginia co ast 
The 
vessel had righted herself after ca­ 
reening as she sank, and twelve or 
fourteen feet of the m ast shows above 
the sea. 
As yet no bodies have come 
to the surface. 
It Is usual for the 
bodies of drowned persons to remain 
below the surface of the sea at least 
forty-eight hours after death, but much 
depends upon sea conditions, tem pera 
ture, tide and wind.

In other words, tile farmer must 
standardize his vegetables as far as 
practicable; he must classify his eggs 
and maintain one quality for the but­ 
ter from week to week. 
it Is realized that thi< standardiza­ 
tion of products by the farmer him­ 
self involves the taking over by the 
farmer of certain of the present func­ 
tions of the commission merchant and 
middleman. 
Officials r**coguize that 
this will result in a need for education 
on the part of the farmer along the 
lines of standardization 
Preparations 
ire therefore being made to enable the 
farmer to instruct himself. 
The dissemination of information as 
to the location of individual markets 
for individual farmers is to be under­ 
taken by the postoffice department. 
It 
is possible that a series of bulletins, 
possibly in Hie form of a postcard bear­ 
ing the names and addresses of farm­ 
ers in tile vicinity of a certain city and 
the classes of the commodities they 
wish to market, will be distributed by 
the mail carrier among the residents 
of the city at regular periods.

Experiment,

Experiments made on goats iu the 
college of medicine at Cornell mover 
shy, Ithaca, N Y., may eventually lead 
to an increase Iii the supply of milk 
from cows.
